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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 1 and 14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In response to remarks and claim amendments made in Applicant's Amendment 
filed on 05/10/2007, the arguments are persuasive. Amended claims have been 
considered and upon conclusion of a comprehensive search of the prior art, the Office 
indicates that the claims, as amended, are allowable.
